There are now four coils cut out of the armature of the motor. I worked on it all day 
yesterday & today and succeeded in getting the motor to work but it does not seem powerful 
enough to pull the press and we will have to wait until the new one comes, today while the motor 
ran all-right by itself, yet four times that we tried to start the press each time the fuse wires 
burned off and I am using 25 amp fuse at that. 

The starting box also went up in a flash and I telegraphed for another and to run the 
motor rigged up a temporary one that I borrowed from Sellers crane & it works all right.
